Tlie Legislature Organizes and 
Gets Down to Business 
AVitlioiit an.v Tronide. 

The Legislature of thi.s State met 
on the 8th inst.. that day liciiig the 
.second Tuesday in January. 

Botli houses were organized, Hon. 

' Heorge T. Werts being elected Pi'es- 
1 ideiit of the Senate, and Hon. Robert 
! ,S. Iludsiieth, Speaker of the Assem- 
bly. The ,nes.sage of (Jov. Hreen was 
long and able, but the part of it 
which interested us iiHjst was that in 
which he syioke of oiir school. 

The (iovernor recommends that 
the State should sell tlie iiroperty 
now oceujiied by the school, and 
should buy land in the country, and 
juit 141 new tmildings. On some 
account.s we sliould be very glad to 
have this ehangi' made. Oui' main 
building is not at all convi'iiii'iit for 
our iinriioses. and the school-rooms, 
ill 2>articular. arc orainjied and ill- 
lighted. In the liasenieut. all the 
suiijilies for the kitchen have to hi' 
carried from the Gtore-iooni. two 
hundred feet away. A huilding s])e- 
cially designed for the school would 
give us better facilities, and could be 
run at less exticnse than the one we 
have now. 

As to the value of our presejit ju'oji- 
erty, we will not undertake to give a 
very close estimate, as we are not a real 
estate export. However, a rough 
e.stimate of its value may be made by 
reckoning the grounds as being 8(i() 
feet long and 4(10 feet wide, and 
as worth §8.000 an acre. Probably 
the buildings would not add nmcii 
to the selling \alue of the land, as 
they are not adaiited for any other 
purtiose than that of an inatiliition. 
However, it is entirely uncertain 
\ whether the Legislature will take 
•■iny action on the Dovernor’s reecm- 
niendation. If Ibe “cbrxd sbould 
r('tain its |)resent (piarters foi- anolher 
live years, and if Trenton should con-

Webster's dietioiiarv agree.s witTi 
eonimon usage in giving to this word 
both the wider meaning, equivalent 
I to what we sjieak of as the genius of 
a language, and the narrower mean- 
ing of a turn of expre.s.sion peeuliiir to 
a language aiul inciipiible of literal 
translation into another tongiio. 

But we ti ink that our brighter' 
|)U])ils might he made to take an iii-j 
ferest in traeine' out the way in wliieh 
woi'ds and plirasos come to got new 
meanings, and how words of eomtnoii 
origin come to liave very different 
nu'anings. Eor instance an idiol can j 
have no Coneefitioii of what an idiom j 
is— yet, both words have the same 
derivation from a Creek word mean- 
ing jieenliar. ])rivido. personal. 'I'he 
wise Creek Soerati's said that it was 
better for a man to he an idiot (that 
is, a jirivate citizen, )than to liold pub- 
lic ottice. Perhaps, if he were living 
now. lie would think that, lusiiig the 
word in the English sense, the two 
things were not ineompatihle. So an 
idiom is a iiemiliaritv of a language. 

■Again, we have a word l■/nlOll, 
meaning a stiindard of judgment, or 
a rule. It is akso t he iiiiiiie of a cer- 
tain clas.s of clergy. There .seems 
nothing in either of these meanings 
whicli i.s akin to lliat of the word 
cannon, yet both words are really one. 
i being the same as the Creek word 
’ canon, a reed. 

'I'he Creeks used reeds to measure

e.ity.” lienee a rule, or the jierson 
wlio judges by the rule, was called a 
ea,iioii or measure.

•■solve” wliieh means ■•loosen” or set 
free. We speak of a, man as solvent 
whim he can loosen the fetters ot 
delit by paying what lie owes. 

‘ Water dissolves sugar, that is. it 
loosens a. ml separa.tes the particles of 
the solid. But the process of dis- 
j solving, and the liquid in which the 
solid isdissolved, are called a solution, 
not dissolution, wliieh is something 
|(|uirc dill'ereiit. It is easy to see why 
' we speak of solving a knotty problem, 
of dissolving a meeting and of dis- 
solving views in a magic lantern. 
■Also why we speak of a man who 
; has freed himself from the restraints 
ot morality as being dissolute. 'I'he 
writer is not an advocate ot the Iree 
use of the sigii-hinguage, hut in the 
hands of such an exiiert as Dr. 1. L. 
I’eet it can he used to exjilain and 
illustrate the derivations and kinship 
of words, with wonderful force and 
lioauty.
